Premier; Stephen Pichon. Foreign Min¬ 
ister; Lout* Luelcn Kiotx, Finance 
Minister; Andre Tanlieu. Ffench High 
Commissioner to the United States; 
and Jules Cambcfti, former Ambassador 
to Germany. 

Paul Dutast. French Ambassador to 
Switzerland, will be secretary of the 
FTench delegation. 

The personnel of the delegation Is 
recognized as exceptionally strong, 
combining the political, diplomatic, 
financial, economic and military saga¬ 
city of Prance. 

M. Cambon. with Foreign Minister 
Picbon. will represent the diplomatic 
strength of the delegation. Louis 
Kiotx, besides being Minister of Fin¬ 
ance. Is recognized as the financial 
leader of the French Parliament. 
Captain Tardleu furnishes the econ¬ 
omic authority and la familiar with 
both French and American economic 
condition*. 

Marshal Foch.* It Is announced, nat¬ 
urally will be a member of the Peace 
Congress as the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Allied qrmies. The technical 
representatives of the French Govern¬ 
ment probably will Include Leon Bour¬ 
geois. an authority on the subject of a 
League of Nations. 


London. Jan. 10.—The first publica¬ 
tion of what purports to be a 8 tnn 
Fein constitution for Ireland was made 
yesterday by The Qlobe.

’‘Whereas, the people of Ireland never

Vloua generations, reasserted the In¬ 
alienable right of the Trish nation to 
sovereign Independence and reaffirmed 
the determination of the Irieh people 
to achieve It, and 

“Whereas, the proclamation of an 
Irish republic at Raster, in* and the 
supreifie courage and the glorious sac¬ 
rifice* of the men who gave their lives 
to maintain it have united the people 
of Ireland under the flag of the Irish 
republic; 

“We, the d el egat ed representatives 
or the Irish people In congress assem¬ 
bled. declare the following to be the 
constitution of the 8 inn Ksln. 

: The article then set* forth that tbs 
fjinn Fein alms at securing interna¬ 
tional recognition of Ireland as an 
independent republic, and having 
achieved that atatus that the Irish 
People, by a referendum, may freely 
choose their own form of government. 
It says that the 81nn Fein organisation 
will In the name of the sovereign Irish 
people deny the right and oppose the 
| will of the British Parliament and the 
British Crown or any foreign Govern¬ 
ment to legialate for Ireland.

It also says that the organisation will 
| “make use of any and every means 
available to render Impotent the power 
or England to hold Ireland In subjec¬ 
tion by military force or otherwise.”

The meas¬ 
ure* specified are the Introduction of 
a protective system for Industries and 
commerce by the combined action of 
the country and urban councils, the 
Popr Law Board, the Harbor Boards 
and other bodies directly responsible to 
the Irish people; the establishment of 
a consular service and of a mercantile 
marine for direct trading with foreign 
countries; the development of mineral 
resources; the establishment of a na¬ 
tional stock exchange, a national civil 
■service, and Hinn Fein courts of arbi¬ 
tration; the development of transit fa¬ 
cilities, of waste lands and the sea 
fisheries; the reform of education on 
A- n a ti o n al and In dus t r ial basis;- the 
gboHUon of the poor law system, 
.frith relief for the Infirm and the aged;

Reports of what is happening in Berlin are at 
variance, largely due to the fact that both sides 
have been sending them out. It would appear, 
however, that the Ebert Gover nm e nt has streng¬ 
thened ita bold on the situation by bringing in 
troops loyal to it and by arming the numerous vol¬ 
unteers from the population. How long it will 
mantain its supremacy will depend upon the mea¬ 
sure in which it will retain the loyalty of ita troops 
and this, aa we havepointed ont before, will depend 
very largely upon the food situation and employ¬ 
ment. In any case Berlin, which enjoyed immunity 
from the cannon and aircraft of the Allies, is going 
through a much worse experience than Oermany 
was able to inflict upon any of the capitals of her 
principal adversaries. 


there may be joint action, “in an organized and 
recognized form, to relieve millions of people who 
are at this moment destitute of food and other 
necessaries of life owing to the unsettled condition 
of the world, to regulate permanently many vital 
common interests, such as international railways, 
ports, waterways, telegraph ami wireless, the use 
of the arr.'Jmblic health and the protection of wo¬ 
men and juveniles in industry, to discharge ade¬ 
quately and justly the responsibilities of the great 
civilized nations iu such large matters as the pro¬ 
tection and guidance of backward peoples.'’ 

He is anxious that definite form should be given 
to this great project at once and thinks it would be 
dangerous if the Peaee Congress were permitted to 
drift aimlessly in the discussion without reaching a 
positive organization. He sees elearly that unless 
the great powers. Are guided by the idea 
of true world interest rather than by their own 
individual special interests in dealing with inter¬ 
national differences and problems they will drift 
into the old divisions and alliances which, history 
has shown, create racial antagonism and more wars. 

If sceptics will dip a little into the past they 
will realize that this is absolutely true. Not much 
more than a century ago the Grand Alliance of 
Europe was aimed at France and tbe nations com¬ 
posing it were Great Britain, Prussia, Austria and 
Russia. Fifty year* later Great Britain, Franee 
and Turkey were allied against Russia. 

History is full of instances in which nations 
which have been at one another's throats in one 
quarrel have fought together against some other 
combination a few years Later. And these kaleidos¬ 
copic transformations will continue as long as there 
is lack of world co-operation in the settlement of 
disputes, as long as there are several conflicting 
combinations instead of a common understanding 
and a common ground of readjustment. Even in 
this war the Allies have not been able to see eye to 
eye in not a few important particulars. 

The prospect, happily, is that tbe views ex¬ 
pressed by Lord Robert Ceeil will take practical 
form at the coming Peace meeting, for it ia obvious 
that the British Government anxiously desires to 
bring about an organization such aa is involved in 
the idea of the League of Nations. With the Brit¬ 
ish and United States Governments a unit on this 
proposal the adherence pf the other nations be¬ 
comes almost imperative. Should thi* expectation 
be realized and Lord Robert Ceeil play the part he 
seems destined to play in its realisation he will go 
to Was hi ngto n aa Britain’s representative under 
auspices such as have favored no other Ambassador 
who has gone from this Empire to the United States.

This would mean that 
when a subject directly and specially concerning 
Canada, for instance, was under consideration, the 
Canadian Prime Minister would be preseut in tbe 
place of one of tbe British delegates, who would 
have to withdraw for the time being. The represen¬ 
tation of each of the chief Allied powers is limited 
to five members, and no Dominion statesman ia 
numbered among the delegates ehosen by the 
British Government. 

The attendance at the actual Congress of over 
seas Ministers under those circumatanees, however, 
cannot be considered as affording representation to 
the Dominions at this momentous gathering, and 
nothing ia gained by trying to make out that it 
does The Dominions are as much concerned in the 
general aitnation aa any other country, and it ia 
oily necessary to point out that Portugal will par¬ 
ticipate in the discussion of all the questions before 
the Congress to emphasize their actual status. 

The situation, however, is one that cannot be 
remedisd, and the British authorities have done the 
next best thing nnder the circumstances. The Do¬ 
minions are not nations in a constitutional aenae, 
and therefore eannot he given full standing as inch 
in this gathering, the delegates to which are limited 
in number by general agreement, and must con¬ 
sist of representatives of recognized national Gov¬ 
ernments.

First Real Organization. 

While the majority of the member* 
°i 9* V -R Service are employed in 
the Parliament Buildlngx and In the 
various Governmental Departments 
both here and in Vancouver, It ia un¬ 
derstood that "feelers have been sent 
out to 1 all the Government agencies 
throughout the province with the result 
that unanimous accord hsd been given 
to the proposal.
